THE WASHINGTON XMBRTGLI0. 


It is now believed at Washington that 
the straggle between the President and 
Senator Conkling has culminate.!, and that 
the latter has at length realized the futility 
of further resistance. 
It is said that at 
the last caucus of the Republicans he in 
effect retired from the contest, and it is 
confidently predicted that Robertson will 
be confirmed either to day or to-morrow. 
During ti e past week desperate efforts 
-«-ere made, in the interest, if not through 
the procurement, cf Mr. Cockling, to pro­ 
duce the impression that the President had 
broken his promises to the New York Sen­ 
ator. 
To this end a long letter was pub­ 
lished in the New York Herald, detailing 
what purported to he the substance of in­ 
terviews between the President and the 
Senator during the campaign. 
The force of 
these statements, however, was completely 
destroyed by the prompt commentary o( 
Nichols, General Garfield’s private Secre­ 
tary, who instantly denounced the story 
about promises a3 false, and who, speak­ 
ing with undeniable authority, tore the 
ingenious fabrication of the Herald cor­ 
respondent 
to 
pieces. 
We 
observe 
that 
though 
this 
letter 
was 
very 
naturally credited to George Gorham and 
Senator Conkliog, both of them have ex­ 
plicitly denied all knowledge of or connec- 
tioa with it. 
It does not of course matter 
« ’no wrote it, the purpose of it was the 
same, aDd that was to discredit the Presi­ 
dent in the interest of Mr. Coukling. 
But 
this last volley has killed nobody, and the 
smoke having cleared away, Senator Conk- 
ling perceives that he has lost the battle. 
It was important that the struggle should 
end in this way. for it would have other­ 
wise been impossible for the -President to 
exercise any real authority for the rest of his 
term, ami the Senator from New York 
would have been* practically the chief 
executive. 
The confirmation of Rob risen 
is iu faot the only satisfactory conclusion 
of the episode, end it is well that the Re­ 
publican Senators generally should have 
coins to the conclusion that they could 
not afford 
to antagonize the Ad minis, 
tratiou 
upon 
such 
a i 
issue. 
The 
defeat of Conkling in this co-e ntcessarily 
involves the collapse of Gorham, and that 
too is a matter for sincere congratulation. 
The star route frauds, the Mahonc bargain, 
the attempt to bulldoze the President, are 
all represented in the most ediom light 
by the present editor of the Washington 
Republican, 
As he is likely to have his 
hands full with the defense of his friend 


The Tunis expedition, which was under­ 
taken nominally for the punishment of the 
Kr.umirs, a savage predatory Arab tribe 
hoveling on the borders ot Tunis, has betn 
brought to au end which certainly was not 
uutx ;ccted, however inconsistent wi h the 
avowed purpose of the Government. 
The 
treaty which has just been signed by the 
Bey of Tunis is justly regarded as involv- 
iug the practical annexation of that terri­ 
tory by France, and this consummation 
marks as bold and unscrupulous a move­ 
ment as has been- witnessed in modern 
times. 
France had no quarrel with the 
Bey of Tunis. 
Her alleged complaint 
agaiust the Ivrouir.irs was palpably a mere 
bliud. 
She had evidently determined be­ 
forehand upon the seizure of Tunis, and 
all that can be said for her is that she has 
shewn great improvements in her military 
system. 
The organization of the expedi­ 
tion and the working out of the eutire 
plan of 
operations undoubtedly reflect 
much credit upon her army, and prove to 
the world that the time has passi d when 
she could be taken unawares, and when 
the collapse of her defensive system could 
expose her naked to her enemies. 
It is 
true that the assembling of the troops 
destined 
for African 
service 
left 
a 
good 
deal 
to 
be 
desired 
in 
the 
way of expedition, and 
if this move­ 
ment 
were 
to 
be 
regarded 
solely 
as 
a 
lest 
of

capacity, 
the 
critics might claim that she had still much 
to learn before she would be oa a par with 
the German army eveu of teu years age. 
But the French War Minister stated, as 
apprehending this criticism, that no such 
test was thought of, and that in fact the 
Tunis expedition was drawn from many 
corps, in a way which precluded rapid 
mobilization. 
After the expedition landed 
in Africa however, everything worked 
smoothly. 
The army, thirty thousand 
strong, was divided iuto three columns, 
and these, proceeding by different routes, 
effected their march so skillfully that their 
junction «as accomplished to the very day 
and hour appointed beforehand. 
Of course 
it was apparent that this great army was not 
sent over for the mere purpose of coercing 
a few Arabs armed with matchlocks. The 
acquisition of aprotectorate over Tunis was 
manifestly intended from the beginning, and 
was the real object of the whole expedition. 
But since Italy has most important rela­ 
tions with Tunis ; since there are not less 
than 30,000 Italians residing in that terri­ 
tory! it is evident that she could not view 
this extension of French dominion without 
serious displeasure. 
There is some mys­ 
tery about the course of the Italian Gov­ 
ernment in this matter. 
It has manifested 
an indifference to the French movements 
which may well be attributed to a con­ 
sciousness of impotence. 
That, however, 
is a theory which the Italians at least will 
not allow to be justified, and it is plain 
that the news of the signing of the Tunis 
treaty has already caused a 
profound 
popular excitement. 
The Ministers have 
resigned. 
The KiDg is said to be greatly 
disturbed at the 
aspect of the situ­ 
ation. 
The 
humiliation 
forced upon 
the 
country 
is 
being 
indignantly 
appreciated by the people. 
And 
the 
present indications are that France may 
yet 
find 
her 
new 
conquest 
very 
troublesome to her. 
The relations of Ger­ 
many to the Tunis question have thus far 
been somewhat obscure. 
R, was believed 
at first that she would back the demands 
of Italy for au explicit declaration of the 
French intentions. 
It was thought that 
Italy would with this backing assume a 
very determined and if necessary bellig­ 
erent attitude. 
Bat whother the change 
of government in Russia has compelled 
Bismarck to keep aloof from any fresh 
entanglements with France, or whether he 
thinks the time not yet ripe for action, the 
fact remains that German influence was not 
so used as to warrant Italy in offering 
serious resistance to the French expedition. 
That expedition was carried forward 
with such rapidity that it may be doubted 
whether it could have been stopped iu 
any event, bat its success has placed the 
Italian Government in a position of great 
embarrassment, and the means used hare 
been so inexcusable that England appears 
more than half inclined to side with Italy 
in the matter. 
It is by no means certain 
that France has achieved a triumph which 
will eventually he found worth the cost of 
it. 
The first result of the Tunis expedi­ 
tion has been to produce strained relations 
with Italy, and under the circumstances it 
is impossible to foresee what further seri­ 
ous consequences may be involved.

doubt most, if cot all, depends upon 
the

Government, 
while 
the 
Berlin 
policy 
is

vircually controlled by St. Petersburg. 
If Bismarck was assured that there was 
no possibility of

ment is iu anti-German hands, and there­ 
fore he may find it necessary to abandon 
Italy to her own guidance, and await more 
favorable opportunities.

The Czarha3 made his election of a pol­ 
icy, and it is on- which accords better 
with the character of his government than 
with the tendencies of the age in which he 
lives. 
He has flung down the gauntlet to 
the revolutionary element, dismissed his 
Liberal advisers, and taken his stand upon 
the maintenance of the autocracy. 
Of 
course the adoption of this policy widens 
the gulf between his government and the 
disaffected cla'ses, and makes it nccessary 
tbat he should hereafter be’ prepared for 
the most desperate resorts. 
It is very evi­ 
dent that he has no Yaukca blood in his 
veins or Yankee notions iu his* august 
head, for there are several thousands of 
astute 
American politicians who could 
have taught him a much easier and safer 
method of gaining the came end at which 
he aims. 
Almost anyone of these adroit 
persons would probably have - counseled 
him to yield apparently to the demand for 
a constitutiou, and then to give his people 
such a constitutiou as would afford them 
plenty of discussion and argument, but 
would not place 
any more power 
or 
independence in their hands. 
Constitu­ 
tions of this kind are easiiy enough framed, 
aud the Czar could have well afforded to 
offer one to Russia. 
By this means he 
might have disarmed suspicion until he had 
got the Nihilists completely in his power, 
and then he could have done what he liked 
with them. 
As it ¡3 he has committed 
himself to a straggle in which glass bombs 
put the odds terribly against him. We ad­ 
mit that the death of his father was well 
calculated to induce him to decide upou 
the course he has now taken, but only on 
the supposition that he possessed no state­ 
craft. 
A Metternich, a Gortchakoff, a 
Talleyrand, would have appeared to bow 
to the will of the revolutionaries, but only 
for the purpose of baflling their schemes. 
The Czar lias now put the existence of 
autocracy at stake, and if ho -should lose 
the game it will be his own fault.

New Yohk, May 15th,—The Timet this 
morning pnuts a iong story from Washing­ 
ton about the star romes. 
It says : Fc-t- 
master-General James has before him no 
easy task, but he has undertaken the w. rk of 
overthiowiog the star route rings and ex­ 
posing their villainy with a determination to 
pur ue it to the end. • By his side stands 
Attorney-General 
McVeagb, 
thoroughly 
aroused by the enormity of the tiansactious 
under investigation, and determined to punish 
the guilty putties wherever they may bo 
found. These gentle::.en are supported by 
instructions of the President, who is deeply 
interested iu their labors, aud who desires 
that 
the 
uleer 
shall be cut 
to the 
bottom with a firm hand. The evidence, 
which is accumulating in the hands of Mr. 
James’ subordinates, is submitted to the 
Attorney-General, v.ho already possesses 
some very interesting matter for usa iu the 
Courts. That evidence is preserved for use 
hereafter. The Postmaster-General has dis­ 
covered since taking charge of the Depart­ 
ment that many valuable papers, which 
ought to be on file in the office of the Second 
Assistant Postmaster-General, are missing. 
Among thoie which cannot be found are re­ 
reports made by special agents in relation to 
some of the routes held by rings and manipu­ 
lated for their benefit. Many of these re­ 
ports severely criticized the routes and the 
increased aud expedited service upon them, 
and threw much 
light upon the ring’s 
methods. In most cases tho agents retained 
copies of these reports, and some of these 
copies have recently been secured by the De­ 
partment. 
Brady completely controlled his 
Division. No one can tell how many inter­ 
esting documents he regarded as unnecessary 
for the files. It is believed the rings are re­ 
lying upon the expected indignation cf the 
people who have been served, or partly 
served, by their routes. 
They hope this in­ 
dignation will be manifested wherever the 
service may be reduced or cut off, and man­ 
ifested so strongly that it will produce a sen­ 
timent in their favor. There are indications 
that some of the contractors are hard at work 
endeavoring to prejudice the people in their 
vicinity against 
the 
Postmaster-General 
and his undertaking. 
The 
rings 
may 
discover that the inhabitants of the frontier, 
while they desire mail facilities, are unwill­ 
ing to be swindled or aid other jiersons in 
robbing the people’s common treasuiy. The 
rings are also undoubtedly expecting that the 
exposure their transactions will be an old and 
almost forgotten story when the next session 
of Congress begius. 
In this they are mis­ 
taken. 
The frauds that were committed in 
the postal service under Thos. Brady were not 
confined to overland stage routes on the 
frontier and in sparsely settled Territories. 
According to the last annual report of the 
Second Assistant Postmaster General, there 
were November 18, 1880, iu the United States, 
0,803 star routes, on which service was per­ 
formed by m»n an horses, or mules. 
The an­ 
nual cost of these routes was 87,321,400. 
There w«re also 131 steamboat routes, the cost 
of which was 8787,221. Mauy of these steam­ 
boat routes weie absolutely worthless, and a 
large part of ti e inouey pai 1 for them was 
thrown away for the benefit of contractors 
and those with whom contractors are sup­ 
posed to have flivi led. Since the beginning 
of the new Administration a special commi:- 
tee has been sent South for the purpose of 
inspecting the steamboat service there and 
making reports iu relation to it. In accord- 
auca with this committee’s report the service 
has beeu cut off several routts, but there are 
already in possession of the Department 
other reports in connection with this service. 
These reports were made by J. E. lteenide, 
Special Agent, and certified copies of these 
were furnished to the Congressional Commit­ 
tee. 
lieeside was au expert employed dur­ 
ing tho investigation made in the spring of 
1878 by the H rise Committee on Postoffices 
and P. st Roads. 
He had been a contractor, 
and thoroughly 
understood the ways of 
contractors. His rep irts created great anxiety 
among steamboat contractors, aud they came 
to Washington. 
His first reports were made 
October 18, 1877. Seven days 1 iter Senator 
Dorsey wrote the Postmaster-General, de­ 
nouncing lieeside and l.is recommendations. 
“ I believe,” he wrote, “ it is the duty of the 
Department to discontinue Rscside. instead of 
the mail route alluded to.” John D. Adams 
had informed Dorsey by letter that Reeside 
was a dead beat and blackm filer, and on 
November 18, 1877, Dorsey wrote a long per­ 
sonal letter to Judge K-y, again denouncing 
Reeside, saying he had a well-established 
reputation as a professional blackmailer. On 
the same day Dorsey directed a letter to 
Brady, requesting that lieeside be forthwith 
recalled from Memphis, 
If anj^ further in­ 
vestigation of the steamboat mail service in 
the Southwest,, but especially iu Arkansas, is 
desired, General W. P. Edgerton, who is 
thoroughly familiar with the couutry and 
the 
people, or 
Colonel 
B. 
Schaurtie, 
Chief Special Agent for the Southwest, 
should be dirtcted to make examinations 
as they are both men of inttgrity and char­ 
acter, anil familiar with the subject they are 
called upon to investigate. The petition mill 
was set at work, and many letters were writ­ 
ten to counteract Reeside’s assertion.. Sen­ 
ator Dorsey sent in many of these petitions, 
and wrote separata letters for each route. He 
most earnestly urged a continuance of r..ute 
29,095, which has recently been cut off for 
some cause. 
Wiltshire of Arkansas, who had 
signed some fifty proposal bonds iu blank for 
the Dorsey combination as surety, made an 
elaborate defense of the route again-1 Reeside. 
The latter was appointed by Judge Key 
September 1, 1877, ar.d was reappointed one 
month later. 
His commi-sion was allowed 
to expire December 1, 187l, although the 
commissions of all other Special Agents 
were lerewtd. 
From f. letter whieh he then 
addressed to Judge Key, it appears that the 
latter had tol l him his reports were satisfac- 
to:y, but he had been toa zealous. 
Brady 
had told him he had no objection to his reap- 
poiutmeat. 
Reeside asked him why lie had 
been left out. 
In reply, Judge Key said 
Reeside’s work was finished, and therefore 
there was no demand for him. Brady, he 
said, had told him he needed Reeside nolonger. 
The Poatir.&ster-Ueneral adds this sentence, 
which is amnsing r.ow : “ The duty of the 
Department demands of it to husband its re- 
sourefs, en i not exhaust them by salaries 
which may be dispensed with.” In the fore­ 
going narrative R e-ifie appeared as a faithful 
officer. Reeside, during and after the investi­ 
gation, saw the strength of the rings and the 
weakness of Congress. 
It may be remem­ 
bered that Colonel McKibben once started 
an investigation against contractors, and 
then became the contractors’ agent at a large 
salary. 
Reeside found, it is said, that the 
contractors were his friends. 
The “ too- 
zealous ” Special Agent again became a con­ 
tractor, and he is a contractor to-day. 
The 
correspondent then gives from the record an 
official and unofficial story of how Reeside 
was given arbitraily gome star routes. He 
relates the connection of ex-Coogressman J. 
S. Sypher with the Louisiana star route 
operations, and closes with the official history 
of the two routes in Texas, upon which 
Jas. Blackmail and Jas. Funk offered bids. 
Blackman & Funk were recently arrested in 
Philadelphia for having been straw bidders 
on route No. 31,58$, from Fort Elliott to 
Wichita Falls, Texas. 
The contract was 
awarded to Blackman, whose address is given 
in the books as “ care of George H. Giddings. 
Washington, D. C.” Giddings was connected 
with Colonel McKibben, and the latter was 
agent for the Gilmer It Salisbury combina­ 
tion. 
Blackman failed to fulfill his contract, 
thereupon the Department went up the list 
of bidders, and the bidders declined to take 
the work at the prices Bet against their names. 
J. B. Price offered to do the work on his bid 
for $2 % l; George II. Giddings slipped in 
and ( tfrred to take the route for one dollar 
less, 82 960. and it was given him. In No­ 
vember, 1880, the contract was transferred to 
E. W. Prker, of the 
Parker combina­ 
tion. For ronte 31,592, from Fort Griffin 
to Fort Elliott, there was a lot g list of bid­ 
ders. 
Funk was the lowest at 81.C80, and 
the contract wns awarded him. 
His address 
was like that of Blackman, “ Care of George 
A. Giddings, Washington, 1>. C.” 
Funk 
failed, and the bidder above him refused to 
stand by his offer. Giddings then ap;<eared 
and offered to take the route for S2.4C0, or 
$1 below the next bidv After Giddings got 
Funk's route and bis pay increafed. five ad­ 
ditional trips were ordered May 16, 1880. 
About five months after bis contract term 
began 542,920 was added to his pay, nml the 
route was turned over to E. W. Parker at 
full price.

murder 
near Fort 
Niobrara. Neb. : Private Charles Johnson 
deserted from Fort Niobrara on the morning 
of the 11th, taking with him four Govern­ 
ment horses. A detail was sent out <>n his 
trail, which led ten mile» eaet to “ Hog 
Ranch,” a notorious dance house, where the 
detail learned that a terrible tragedy had 
taken place. S >me soldiers and citizens, aud 
some Indians from Spotted-Tail Agency, 
were in the dance hall dancing with the 
women, when two shots were fired outside, 
and two masked men entered the place and 
ordered everybody to throw up their hands. 
A soldier near the door grasped the gun iu 
the hands of oue of tha desperados, who 
shot at C.-.sttllein, proprietor of the ranch, 
but missed him. 
Csotellean promptly re­ 
turned the fire with a shotgun from his bar, 
striking the deptrado’s rifle and wounding 
the desperado with buckshot. 
Castellean 
then fired his revolver. In the row Dan 
Cunningh-in, alias “ Wild Bill Cowberry,” 
was fatally shot through the lungs, and the 
robbers were compelled to retreat. 
A half­ 
breed Indian, John Boriieux, from Spotted 
Tail Agency, was soon afterwards found 
kiilcd outside, and one white man was 
wounded. The Indians inside mounted their 
horse3 and left lor the agency. 
It was sup­ 
posed that 
the robbers 
were 
Johnson 
and 
Maguire, 
two 
deserters; 
Teddy 
Rhoáe?, 
the former 
owner of 
“ Hog 
Ranch,” 
and 
another 
man 
unknown, 
there being fcur iu all who had the four 
horses which had been afijen from For Nio­ 
brara. Tliis startling news was immediately 
conveyed back to Fort Niobrara, and Lieu­ 
tenant Cherry with five soldiers aud five In­ 
dians who were at the post with Spotted Tail 
on a visit, was -ent out after the robbers. 
After riding some miles on the trail, Lieuten­ 
ant Cherry found one horse tied to a tree to­ 
gether with the bloody garments and a hat 
belonging to Teddy Rhoads, and the officer 
from this supposed that he had been killed 
and his tody hidden- 
Lieutenant Cherry 
followed the trail twenty-five miles, and 
C3nrped at Clark's ranch. 
Meantime 
a 
brother of Boilleau came from Spotted Tail 
Agency with a party of soldiers and In­ 
dians, 
and followed on 
after Cherry’s 
trail. 
Iu resuming the pursuit Cherry di­ 
vided his party, retaining three men with 
himself. 
While riding along with these three 
men, who were Sergeant HarrL-on, Thomas 
L 'cke and James Conroy, a phot was fired 
and Cherry turned at d asked for an ex­ 
planation. Locke, who had his pistol in his 
hand, raid it had gone cff accidently, and he 
then instantly fired again, shooting Cherry 
through the heart, killing hint instantly. 
Locke next fired on Conroy, at whom he 
had first phot. Conroy war. wounded and fell 
from his horse. 
Harrison, peeing strange 
men now advancing, and believing that 
Cherry aud himself had been betrayed, 
turned and fled. 
He rode his own horse 
down 
aud 
then 
took Cherry’s, which 
had followed. 
He reached Fort Niabrara at 
9:30 Thursday night, and gave the above par­ 
ticulars. As was afterwards learned, the 
arty whom Harrison saw advancing were 
oilleau and 
his party, coming to join 
Cherry. 
Locke, who 
murdered Cherry, 
made his 
escape. 
Cherry’s body was 
brought 
in 
by 
Captain 
Montgomery’s 
company, 
detailed 
for 
that 
purpose. 
Deep 
gloom 
has 
been cast over the 
garrison. 
Cherry was beloved by all who 
knew him. 
His career in the army was 
bright. 
He distinguished himself in the en­ 
gagement with the Utes at Milk river, Col., 
September 29, 1879. 
It wiil be remembered 
that he served in Thornburg’s command, and 
made a mnsterly and plucky retreat, in which 
his own company’s loss was very heavy. 
He 
was every inch a soldier, Locke’s motive in 
killing Cherry is a mystery. 


HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED AT OMAHA— 
A GALLANT CAREER. 


O m a h a, May 15th.—The news of Lieuten­ 
ant Cherry’s death is received here with the 
profoundest sorrow, particularly by bis army 
friends. 
He was a graduate at West Point, 
was not more than 30 years of age, and had 
already gained a brilliant reputation as a 
soldier and frontier fighter. 
He commanded 
the rear Ruard at the Thornburgh fight 
with the lites at Milk river. Col, in Sep­ 
tember, 1879, and it was there that he par­ 
ticularly distinguished himself, 
lie, with 
Captain Lawson, retreated slowly, fighting 
every inch of the «ny, until the troops were 
ljrought at last to the corral, though with 
heavy loss, particularly in Cherry’s own com­ 
pany. ü e and Lawson saved the command from 
annihilation. 
Cherry received special com­ 
mendation, and was mentioned in the orders 
fur his bravery. 
He was a man of fine na­ 
ture, six feet high, well built, with a fine, 
manly face, and in every sense a model 
American 
officer. 
He was engaged to 
be married to a young lady belonging to a 
distinguished Pennsylvania family, a very 
amiable and beautiful girl. He was a general 
favorite in the army, and hi* l»ss will be 
keenly felt, particularly in his own regiment, 
the renowned fighting Fifth Cavalry.

ago efforts were made to secure reform in the 
postcffiee accommodations in this city, but 
years passed by without any results. 
The 
office is one of the most im portant in the 
country, and its accommodations ought to be 
the very best. 
On the contrary, they are of 
the poorest class, and would hardly be toler­ 
ated a t a cross-roads. 
If Postm aster H op­ 
ping was not the most patient of men there’d 
been trouble before this about the way in 
which Uncle Sam’s postal representatives in 
Sacramento are treated. 
Some months ago a 
special agent came here and saw the neces­ 
sity 
of 
reform, and reported so vigor- 
onaly th at 
the 
D epartm ent at 
W ash­ 
ington rubbed its sleepy eyes and aweke 
to the truth. 
The 
result was an ask­ 
ing for bids for better quarters. 
Several 
excellent 
propositions 
were 
immediately 
submitted for more eligible locations at much 
less rental cost, and with guarantees to con­ 
struct the office to the full satisfaction of the 
Postmaster. 
The landlord of the present 
premises saw his bonanza was in danger, 
came to taw and bid level with the lowest, 
and agreed to make ail the changes neces­ 
sary. 
Accordingly a contract was doted at 
W ashington with the old landlord at the re­ 
duced rate and the enlarged promise, and April 
lit the new rental began. 
Tile reforms were 
contracted in writing to be made at once—so 
at least it was understood here. 
A visit to 
the Poati.fti :e Saturday was made to see how 
the work progressed, when lo ! it developed 
that nothing has yet been done. 
The old 
dark and dingy- rooms are still there, so are 
the old boxes, the old stink and the old 
nuisances of the building generally. 
The 
gentlemen connected with the offics are nat­ 
urally disposed to say little about it, but 
enough is known to make it certain that any 
householder in the city, able and under con­ 
tract to make like repairs, would have had 
the whole work done by this time, but 
the United States Government is a nobody, 
and everybody may snub it. Reporters have, 
notwithstanding t e reticence of the Post­ 
office fores, been enabled to ascertain th at 
for vile drainage, fearful stenches and blood- 
poisot iag vapors the Postoffice building can 
take the top pancake every time. 
I t is now 
just tw enty years since efforts began to have 
the Postoffice building made decently habit­ 
able and rendered reasonably safe to the 
health of the postal employes, and for twenty- 
years the efforts have failed. 
The foul va­ 
pors th at prevail beneath, in and about the 
place are certified by physicians to have 
caused the death of one of Sacramento’s best 
and most lamented citizens, t.he late Post­ 
master, George Rowland, and other? have 
suffered from the foul closets, drains, ill ven­ 
tilation and get eral neglect of the place. The 
landlord is a Mr. Bailey, of New York, who 
lives 
next door to 
Senator 
Conklisg, 
and 
stupid 
people 
have the 
boldness 
to suspect th at th at has something to 
do with Mr. Bailey’s having things pretty 
much his own way, and putting off the re­ 
pairs at last forced on him until the hot 
weather has set in, when the tearing up of 
the old shebang, old citizens say, will scatter 
typhoid fever enough to kill half the work­ 
men who venture to cleanse the place and 
rectify its drains and vaults. There are other 
stupid people who believe, and openly speak 
their convictions, that the public will not. af­ 
ter all, get the inclosed lobby, the Yale 
lock boxes, and all the other reforms ordered, 
and they say th at as Mr. Bailey has had more 
rent out of Uncle Sam now for the old shell 
than it is worth at highest valuation, he will 
hang on to the gcod thing to the last.

quiry has developed the facts thus stated ; 
also that M r. Ham ilton was named as the 
architect, to superintend the repairs, and did 
draw p lan s; th at Sweetser k Alsip are the 
agent?, but have not been supplied by the 
landlord with the money to make the repairs;

GAMGEE’S AMMONIA 
MOTOR. 


The Oamgee motor, with which Chief 
Engineer Isherwood of the Navy Depart­ 
ment has been experimenting for the last 
three mouths at the W ashington Navy 
Yard, continues to excite much discussion 
among scientific men. Mr. Park Benjamin, 
the scientific expert, describes the motor 
as follows : 
“ John Gamgee’s motor is 
based upon practically the same principal 
as his ice machine. 
Liquid ammonia, 
which at the ordinary temperature of the 
air gives out vast amounts of vapor and 
canses a high pressure in any vessel in 
which 
the 
liquid is contained, is pnt 
into 
a 
boiler, 
and 
the 
vapor 
used 
to 
push 
a 
piston. 
The 
vapor which 
has 
pushed 
the 
piston 
forward 
one 
stroke is then conducted into suitable con­ 
densers and converted back into liquid am­ 
monia, which is returned to the boiler for 
use over again. 
The long ar,d short of the 
matter is that Mr. Gamgee is after perpet­ 
ual motion. 
It is true that a liquid in ex­ 
panding into vapor develops power ; but 
it requires just as much power as is devel­ 
oped to reconvert it into a liquid again. 
The Patent Office has curiously blundered 
in granting a patent for an impossibility. 
Mr. Gamgee, in simple language, is seeking 
to solve the long-sought problem of how to 
lift himself over a fence by his boot-straps. 
When he accomplishes this his zero motor 
will run—not before. 
Every iota of gain 
due to the expansion of his vapor must be 
lost in rccondensiug it. 
The capability of 
the machine is one stroke. 
After that it 
will be immovable.”
